Thousands of Soldier Letters will be Delivered Today. 


Preparing Overseas Mail at the Local Postoffice for Delivery Today. 


Heard in hundreds of homes in 
every part of the city today, when 
more than 25,000 letters from our 
soldiers “over there” are delivered 
by carriers this morning. 

The soldiers’ mall arrived in Los 
Angeles on a fast Santa Fe train 
yesterday afternoon, making the 
tun from New York in a little over 
four days. It was contained in four 
mail pouches, and was rushed from 
the station to the main postoffice. 
where under supervision of Supverin- 
tendent John D. Spence and Fore- 
man W. W. Fisher, the thousands 
of envelopes were sorted and made

mail delivery. 
The Les quota of the 
everseas mall reached here in the 


four original pouches, made 
the Bordeaux terminal. 
packets, from twenty-five to 150 
letters each, this mail gradually ac- 
cumulated at the departure port, 
having reached Bordeaux already 
labeled “Loe Angeles.” 

This morning. more than 400 let- 
ter carriers will find the soldiers’ 
mall sorted and waiting for them at 
the different substations, and will 
begin the deliveries, completing 
mest of them before noon. 

Terminal! slips accompanving each 
package of letters, are dated from 
the 4th to lith of Nevember. The 


latter date is when the 
Angeles pouches, amon 
of others, were ready for the ship 
that brought them across the sea. 
A alight we in the departure of 
the boat is believed to have been re- 
sponsible for the few days lost in 
transmission. 
It is a typical soldiers’ mail that 
was contained in the four Los An- 
geles pouches. Mostly brief letters, 
they appeared to be, written has- 
tily and under pressure.
